Leonard is the lawyer who secured the release of 
Mrs. Wiley, who was confined in the same asylum. 
It is the saine institution in which Henry Prouse 
a was a prisoner, and is known as Sanford 


The case of Charles E. Richards is one of special 
ne He isa yoy vera man, between 35 and 40 
y of age, over 6 feet , With sandy mustache 
and beard. ‘He has been in the asylum since 1874, 
and, though it is claimed heis perfectly sane, he 
has been. kept in: solitary confinement. He comes 
from one of the oldest and most respected families 
in Philadelphia. His father was Benjamin ; 
Richards, who was mayor of Philadelphia in years 
gone by. His mother was sister of Dundas, 
an Earl of Scotland. who came to this 
country sand established a business in 
Philadelphia. His place was on the corner of 
Chestnut and Fourteenth streets, and was known 
throughout the State. Lord Dundas never returned 
to Scotland but accumulated a fortune and event- 
ually died in the Quaker City. Before his death his 
sister was o to Benjamin W. Richards, a rep- 
resentative of one of the oldest families in the State.

OLD BUSHWHACKER. 


Death of the Famous Long-Distance Gel- 
ding—His Record. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, October 29.—Admirers of the old- 
fashioned style of racing at long-distance heats will 
regret to hear that its most recent exponent, Bush- 
whacker, the aged gelding, by Bonnie Scotland and 
first of the get of Annie Bush, was yesterday de- 
stroyed by Superintendent Olare at Brighton Beach, 
on account of injuries received while being trained 
to jump; while others will be glad to learn they will 
be spared the infliction of seeing the famous old 
borse stumbling “ ‘oross country.” Bushwhacker 
was foaled in 1874 and bred by J. A. McCormack. 
He was a sensational horse from the outset, his first 
mishap being thathe, withhis dam. were stolen 
while Bushwhacker wasa suckling, and conceaied 


for some time in the Tennessee woods. He was de- 
rided when first brought out fora race at Jerome 
Park in 1877 for his stunted and mulish appearance. 
His next sensation was when, in 1878, then the prop- 
erty of T. W. Doswell, be won at Baltimore at two- 
mile heats in 3:35 and 3:38. Princeton winning sec- 
ond in 3:364g. At therame meeting he placed the 
Bowie stakes, four-mile heats, to his credit; Prince- 
ton winning first heat in 7:31, and he the next 
two and the race in 7:3654 and 8:29. He did not run 
as a 6-year-old (1880), in 1881 he did but little, 
but in 1868, asthe property of G. B. Bryson he capt 

ured the rich great Long Island stakes at the 
Sheepshead Bay fa!l meeting, winning in two straight 
heats in 8:10}6 and 8:10. The memory of this race 
is still green in che minds of the present race-goers, 
the day's racing being decided in one of the heavi- 
est rainstorms witnessed. A month later, m the 
same year, he repeated his toon 4 of 1878, and se- 
cured his second Bowle, the last four-mile heat race 
which has ever been run or probably ever wiil be in 
this country.

THE SCOTT LAW DECISION. 

The Scott law muddle in Ohio is the legiti- 
mate fruit of the Republican party’s flirtation 
with the Prohibition sentiment for the last 
thirty years. The adoption of a State Consti- 
tution in 1854 which forbade the licensing of 
dram shops and made the square issue between 
free trade in liquors and the total suppression 
of that traffic, was the beginning of this flirta- 
tion. 

The Democratic party was always and every- 
where in favor of licensing and taxing that 
traffic, and the theory of the managers on the 
other side was that the Constitution of 1854 
would leave the friends of personal liberty no 
rallying ground and render the conquest of King 
Alcohol an easy thing. Even after twenty 
years of experience had demonstrated the error 
of this theory, the Prohibitionists,who were con- 
scientiously opposed to license, still preferred 
the square issue between free whiskey and ab- 
solute prohibition of the traffic. By intriguing 
with this element on the one hand, and with 
the saloon interest on the other, the Republican 
managers in 1874 defeated the proposed consti- 
tutional amendment to permit the license sys- 
tem.. But at last there came a time when this 
double dealing disgusted its dupes and defeated 
the Republican party. 

The Scott law was an effort to evade the 
the constitution and establish a system 
of taxing saloons which was only a clumsy 
license system under a different name. This 
was an attempt to silence the outcry against. 
the exemption of the liquor trade from tax- 
ation, and while it answered that pur- 
pose it pleased neither the Prohibitionists 
nor the saloon man, and its constitutionality 
was denied from the start. The State Supreme 
Court has now declared it in effect a license 
law and therefore void. How this will affect 
the vote in November remains to be seen, but 
beyond that the effect will be to render una- 
voidable a square fightin Ohio between two 
proposed constitutional amendments—one abso- 
lutely prohibiting the manufacture or sale of 
intoxicating liquors, and the other providing 
for the enactment of judicious laws licensing 
but restraining and taxing the liquor traffic. 

In that fight the Republican party of Ohio 
will have to break with the Prohibitionist or 
the saloon vote, and it will be interesting to ob- 
serve whether or not the Prohibition sentiment 
preponderates in Ohio’s Republicanism as in 
that of Maine, Iowa and Kansas. 


IN BAD COMPANY.

Why the Democrats are Confident of Suc- 
eess—A Hard Pan Basis of Eight Thousand 
Majority—A Fear of Trading—Interesting 
Details. 


By Telegravh to the Post-Dispatca. 

INDIANAPOLIS, October 29.—Dudley left here ac- 
cording to programmeé, and John 0. New's paper 
announces that the Commissioner has only taken a 
run up to Lebanon and Fort Wayne to look over the 
field. This may or may not be true. The theory that 
he has gone to attend the Biaine banquet is quite 
popular in any event. He is booked to return here 
on Friday, and the Republican workers who have 
been putting their trust in him are praying that he 
will bring a fatter valise with him when he comes 
this time than he did yesterday. In their protesta- 
tions of poverty and purity, the organs of the Re 
publican State Committee are making the mistake 
of overdoing the thing. They solemnly declare to- 
day that the State Committee has up to date re 
ceived not a single dollar of aid fromthe National 
Committee, and that not only have they no money 
to spend. but they are $5,000 in debt. J. Milton 
Turner, Missouri's smoked Demosthenes, who has 
been campaigning in the State for several weeks, 
arrived here yesterday, and, strange as it may seem, 
tapped the committee for anywhere from $2 to $200. 
He urged with some cogency that business was 
business, and the country tavern-keepers of Indiana 
wers induced to accept one of his addresses in ex- 
change for ham. With consummate skill the com- 
mittee succeeded in compromising on enough 
cash to get Mr. Turner out of 
town, and a due bill on the national committee for 
some fabulous sum. Al) of this, while it argues in 
ae ee in Republican quarters, is ut- 
terly t with the promises that have been 
held out to commercial statesmen in all-parts of the 


State. .

that in theOhio countings the same conditions prevail 
€d in the middle of the weer prior to the election, 
but on Saturday the cash arrived at Columbus, and 
as arrangements had been previously made for 
placing it, the managers were on Sunday in a state 
of great glee, which was in striking contract with 
their previous gloom. One thing is weil assured, 
and that is that if frauds are perpetrated, they will 
not be accomplished to any great extent by the 
colonization or repeating system, which played so 
important a partin the Dorsey canipaign of 1880. 
The reasons are several. The fight for the State of 
Ohio, and for Congressional districts of Illinois, is 
so sharp that the Republicans find it necessary to 
keep at home the voters whom they could ‘so well 
spare in 1880. Again, the small precinct system has 
been adopted since that year, which bas the effect 
of making one or two strange voters very conspicu- 
ous objects wherevér they might attempt to vote. 
In the third place, colonization requires considerable 
time and an éarly corruption fund. Two week 
before the election of ‘80, Indianapolis seemed to be 
thé mecca of all the floating colored population of 
the country, and it was remarked by her people 
that they met more strange than familiar faces on 
the streets. Infact, there was a brazem money 
campaign for five weeks previous to the election. 
Now, however, very few strangers have been spotted 
here by either party. There are indications that 
down along the Ohio River there will be quite a 
large number of importations from Kentucky, but 
both parties have established vigilance committees 
in that line of counties, and the newcomers will find 
great difficulty in getting in their votes. The same 
conditions éxist in the Northwestern part of the 
State near the Lllincis line, but no apprehensions 
are felt on that score. Some of the Republican 
papers are charging that Ohio is arranging to send 
a large number of Democrats into the Richmond 
district, but this is negatived by the fact that the 
Ohio Democracy is making one of the fiercest fights 
in its history to carry its own State. So that, on the 
whole, it is not probable that many foreign votes 
will be polled next Tuesday, nor is there much talk 


of it. The law is now very stringent in 
regard to challenged voters. if a 
man is challenged, it is not 


sufficient that he shall swear himself to be qualified, 
but he must bring to the poll some property owner 
of the precinct who will vouch for him. 

FOUR YEARS AGO, 

when Indianapolis polled sucli a large fraudulent 
vote, as was afterward boasted of by the Dorsey 
men, the deputy marshals and the police were all 
Republicans, so that a Democratic challenger had 
no show whatever. Now the police are Democratic, 
and the powers of interference will be equally 
divided. These conditions will restrict the use of 
money to the actual purchase of legalized voters, 
andthe work, while terribly effective if accom- 
plished, because If leaves little ground of contest, 
is necessarily slow and difficult of accomplishment.

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CONVICT LABOR. 


Bill Morrison’s Record on this Ques- 
tion. 


He Voted for the Bill of 1857, the Original 
Bill—How the Horizontal Statesman 
Dodges the Issue—A History of the Con- 
vict Labor Legislation—Tlinois. 


+. ——-« Why, I tell you, my friends, if Blaine 
had done in Illinois one-tenth of the corruption that 
he has in the country at large, he would be down 
here at Chester making brick for Tom Needles, the 
man who hires convicts in competition with honest 
labor!”

(See session laws. ii. 1645, p. 105.) The question 
of the competition of convict labor with other labor 
in the State was at that time agitated, and the third 
section of the act of 184 was inserted to meet the 
demands of honest workingmen. It provided that 
within a year from the commencement of the term 
of the lease, the jessee y the labor of 
one-fourth of the convicts tothe manufacture of 
hempen articles, and within two years from that 
time should divert and apply the labor of a major- 
ity of said convicts tothe manufacture of hempen 
articles. During the remainder of the term the la- 
bor of a majority of the convicts should 
be applied exclusively to the manu- 
facture of such meaner A and to 
other employment or purpose whatever.”
